iSuys Dr. Dolduan:

“*We can galn an inslght into the
reasons why men over forly break
down by examining Into the promi-
nent causes of death  which earry
them off at that time. Without citing
the figurcs, I maoy say that this re-
veels o marked inerease, in recent
years, ol deaths from heart-disense,
arteriosclerosls, Dright's disease, and
certain diseases of the nervous sys-
tem.

" *“These diseases are intimately re-

lated (¢ one another, and have many
causative factors In common. Among
these the most important are overin-
dulgence in alcohol and tobacco, the
polsons of syphills, gout, rhematism,
and certnin other disenses, overeat-
Ing, especinlly overeating of meat,
lend-polsoning, muscular overwork,
exposure to cold and wet, and ¢xpos-
ure to great heat.’ 4
“Various factors combine, pr. Bold-
uan says, to prevent health-adminls-
trators from makitg headway agninst
these disenses. In the first place, the
onset Is insidlous; 89 that the disease
becomes established before it is rec-
cgnized. , Ig. the soppadanlace, it is
not eusy to prove to the patient the
causil relatlonship of the Inciting
factor. Thirdly, most of the cases
above enumerated are associated with
some form of indulgence of the ap-
petites and these are d.lﬂlcnlt to con-
trol. He goes on:
" 'At the present tlme the average
deathrate In the United States Is
about 14, L. e, fourten out of every
1,000 puersons die _annually. The
writer is convinced that if ~syphills
nnd alcohol could be entirely elimin-
ated, the rate, would at once fall to
12 or under. .
“ I have nlrendy mantianed that the
diseases playlng so prominent a part
in the mortality of men over forty,
namely a part In the disease, arterios-
clerosls, and Bright's disease, begin
insidlously. It is important to re-
member, however, that a competent
physician is able to recognize the
slgns long before your own attention
may be aroused by the symptoms.” "
